this time is an hundred fold greater than in 


— any previous period of our history. Refer- 


ring to the corruptions of Congress and the 
Radical party, the National Intelligencer 
pertinently remarks: ! 

“When the records of the acts of the 
present Congress comes to be shown, it will 
be found to have surpassed any. conception 
of plain honest men in wasteful extrava- 
gance, in fostering startling frauds, and pro- 
moting corrupt schemes of special legisla- 
tion for the benefit of a few favored indi- 
viduals at the public expense. While ma- 
king loud pretensions of economy in small 
things, it has been unstinted in lavishing 
extraordinary appropriations upon simple 
partisan projects, and in giving subsidies 
and endowments with princely generosity 
to various schemes as private and individu- 
al speculation. As yet, since the beginning 
of the Fortieth Congress, not one single 
measure has been perfected for the public 
benefit. All of its acts have been exclu- 
sively devoted to partisan or special legis- 
lation. While professing great concern for 
the interest of the working classes of the 
people, it has imposed upon the labor of 
the country enormously increased burthens 
for the benefit of capitalists and bondhold- 
ers. While refusing the poor pittance of 
twenty per cent. increase of pay to the de- 
partment employees, it has nearly doubled 
the pay of its own members and the sala- 
ries of its own particular servants. While, 
for the sake of seeming to be economical, it 
cuts down the regular and indispensible 
appropriations so as to render unavoidable 
hereafter a tremendous deficiency bill in 
every department of the Government, it is 
squandering hundreds of millions in aid of 
private speculations, in the way of subsi- 
dies, and land grants, and special privileg- 
es, whereby a few favorites are enabled to 
realize almost fabulous fortunes at the ex- 
pense of the Government and the tax-bur- 
thened people. 

“It used to be that the manipulation of 
such schemes of private profit was confined 
to the lobby, and that they were warily 
brought forward and at long intervals. Now 
it appears that these speculations upon 
special Congressional legislation are un- 
blushingly presented by hundreds, and it 
is said that the quondam business of the lob- 
by has been transferred to the floors of the 
House. ) 

“The number of railroad and steamship 
enterprises of this character, demanding 
enormous subsidies in Government bonds 
and land grants, at a moment when the life 
of the nation itself is in imminent peril, and 
when the people are absolutely staggering 
under the fearful load of debt, is incredible. 
Among these there are enumerated over 
twenty railroad bills, all providing for ex- 
traordinary subsidies in bonds and land, 
and five or six steamship bills, conferring 
unprecedentep privileges and extravagant 
bonuses. One of the latter has already 
passed the House of Representatives, giv- 
ing to a hypothetical New York company, 
that has not a dollar of capital paid in, nor 
a single stick afloat, an enormous bonus, 
together with the exclusive monopoly of 
the transportation of all our foreign mails. 
This immense project of private specula- 
lation, so unjust to all our existing steam- 
ship lines, and so wildly éxtravagant in ime 
posing additional burthens of public debt 
upon the masses of the people, is, we be- 
lieve, still pending in the Senate, awaiting a 
favorable opportunity to be pressed through 
that body.

The amount of stock so far subseribed | 
to the South Georgia and Florida Railroad 
is about $400,000, which will be turned 
over to the Atlantic and Gulf Railroad 
company upon the final completion of the 
Sonth Georgia and Florida Railroad, with 
all rights and privileges of the charter of 
the same, upon certain conditions named 
in the written contract. Thus the South 
Georgia and Florida Railroad Company 
will cease to exist immediately upon the 
completion of its road and the road itself, 
when so constructed will constitute, and 
is declared to be, a branch of the Atlantic 
and Gulf Railroad. 

The stockholders and citizens generally 
will notice, however, that the South Geor- 
gia and Florida Railroad have agreed to 
do the work, in consideration of the guar- | 
anteed seven per cent, on the stock, paya- | 
ble semi-annually, on each section of the 
road as fast as the same can be completed.

Our New MINISTER TO ENGLAND.~—The 
Hon. Reverdy Johnson was born in An- 
napolis, Maryland, May 12 1796. He re- 
ceived his education at St. John’s College, 
in that city,and at the age of seventeen 
began to study law in his father’s office, in 
Prince George’s county. in 1815 he was 
admitted to the bar, and in 1817 he moved 
to Baltimore, where he has since resided. 
His first appointment was that of State 
Attorney. He was appointed in 1820 Chief 
Commissioner of insolvent debtors, which 
Office he held until 1821, when he was 
elected to the State Senate, where he 
served two years. was re-elected, but 
resigned in the second year of that 
term. In 1845 he was chosen a United 
States Senator, and remained in the 
Senate until 1819, when he resigned to ac- 
cept the post of Attorney General of the 
United States conferred on him by Presi- 
dent Taylor. He devoted much time to 
his profession, practicing in the Supreme 
Court. In conjunction with Mr. Thomas 
Harris, he reported seven volumes of the 
decisions of the Maryland Court of Ap- 

ls, known as “Harris’ and Johnson’s 

ports,” the first volume of which ap- 
peared in 1820, and the seventh in 1827. He 
was again elected a Senator to Congress 
from his native State for the term begin- 
ning March, 1863 and ending in 1869. He 
served on the Liberal Committee, on the 
Judiciary, and on Foreign Relations, and 
also on the Special Joint Committee on 
Reconstruction. Mr. Johnson was one of 
the Senators designated by the Senate to 
attend the funeral of General Scott, in

Questién—Could Dr. K. have got ap out of bed 
and left the room that night without Mrs. K.’s 
knowledge? Answer—He could not have done 80 
He generally wakes his wife, and would have 
made a noise at leaving. In making that noise, it 
would have caused the dogs to bark. Dr, K. knows 
the dogs, but he could not have quieted them.— 
They are very severe. When people want medi- 
cal attendance, and come there, they call at the 
_ which is about 50 yards from the house. They 
— to call very loud, which causes the dogs to 
bark. When these calls are made, they make 
noise enough to disturb the different members 0i 
the family. Persons coming there to visit at night, 
éven before bed-time, I have known to be run off 
by the dogs.

I am certain 
that no one could have left that house that night 
without my knowledge. Question—Are you ver®

By Gov. Brown.—I anderstand you to say that 
you regard an oath as a very solemn thing, is it 
not depending upon the authority who adminis- 
ters it? I consider an oath binding under all cir- 
cumstances. Do you consider an oath binding 
upon your conscience if that persoa has no legal 
authority to administerit? Icousider an oath 
binding once I have taken it. I consider I have 


taken lan oath to-day. Do you consider that you 


havet aken an Oath unless it is administer ed by 
some one whozthae a legal right to administer it? 

Mr. Stephens objected to the form of the ques 
tion as involving points with which the witness— 
only 17 years of agé—cold not be acquainted. 

Governor Brown stated he would withdraw the 
question. 

A member of the Court objected toa withdrawal 
until the sense of the Commission could be taken 
upon the matter. 

A‘ter some further explanations of the Counsel, 
the Court retired for deliberation, and the Judge 
Advocate announced that the Commission had 
overruled the objection and that the qnestion may 
be withdrawn. 

Gov. Brown then withdrew the question. 

By the Prosecation.—I am certain it was the 
next day after A. was killed that they commenced 
making arrests. Thought that the Yankees made 
other arrests before the Monday following the one 
on which he was kilfed. I mean that they had 
arrested one the day afterward—there were other 
arrests after that. I donot think I am mistaken 
about the Yankees having arrested some one the 


day after A, was killed. I think these gentlemen 


were arrested by the Yankees because they were 
Democrats, and the Yankees were very much op. 
posed to them. The parties arrested belonged to 
the Democratic Club, and I supposed they were 
arrested on thataccount. I thought they were ar- 
rested because they were strong leaders of the 
Democratic(lub. The Democrats were strong and 
very popular, and I suppose these men wanted to 
put them down. By these men I mean the Radi- 
cals and the Yankees. I did not understand, at 
the time, that they were arrested because of any 
“onnection with the murder of Ashburn. Dr. 
Kirkscey belonga to the Democratic Club. The 
Cub was not in the habit of of holding its meet- 
ings at night. Dr. K. never attended any meet- 
ings then. I do not know how often the Club met. 
I know that Dr. K. did not attend at night; 
ne did in daytime. I do not know at what 
time of day they were held or where they 
were held. I heard him say he attended 
them in the day. Isweae, of my own knowledge. 
‘that I knew that he did attend them. I never saw 
him at one. I have heard others say that he was 
there. If I know people well, and know them to 
be truthful, I ban swear to what they say to be 
true. It js swearing from my knowlege of the 
character $f others, If I knew a person to be 
truthful I may swear to what they say to be true.

any of the Democrats. They had arrested some, 

and we did not kuow for what they could have}: 
been arrested, unless it was because they were 
Democrats. We didnot know but that all might 
be arrested; had heard of one lady being arrestdd 
and sent off after A. 's death, I think. Don't know 
her. She was, I think, sent ont of Columbus, but 
can give no definite reply as to the time. I did not 
hear that Dr. K. was arrested for the murder of 
A., until this trial. Never suspected such a thing 
when he was arrested the second time. I did not 
suspect that it was on account of aged conneo- 
tion with the murder of A. I could assign no rea- 
son for his arrest. None was assigned for his first 
arrest, and, therefore, I could assign none for his 
second. I never suspected of his being arrested or 
likely to be arrested, on that aceount, prior to this 
trial. I was not apprehensive that he might be — 
no such thing. I charged my mind with where 
Ur. K. was ou the night A. was killed, because 
they had commenced the arrests, and 
we did not know but that ladies and

fore. I fasten the doors and windows every night. 
My sister, Mrs. Moore, goes round to look over it 
fearing I may neglect some of it; that is generally 
the case; she goes round to see that I have done it 
weli. Some other member of the family may look 
over it to see that it is well done; I doit. I intend 
to state that I never neglect it—to go round them 
every night. I always close them myself. I swerr 
hat I punctualiy attend to the closing of the house; 
Mother never does do it; I attend to it myself. 
has been acustom with me to talk with Dr. K. at 
night, to get the news of the day from him — he 
alks with me2or3 hours. [amin Dr. K.’s room 
every night before retiring. I leave his room gen- 
rally after 11 o’clock. I don’t know when my

I went to his deor and knocked; he got 
up, got the medicine, and put it in my hand; went 
back te Mrs. Moore’s room and staid there more 
than an hour, I suppose; she was sick, and I was 
I then went back to my own 
room, retired, but did not gosleep. 1 am easy to 
wake—always easy to wake, the least noise wakes 
me easily at any time. Mrs. Moore called me 
when she wished to get the medicine; don’t recol 

lect that I heard any other call that night; don't 
think there could have been any call without my 
having heard it. I remember everything, as con- 
nected with myself that night; probably I would 
have heard ac llif it had been made; don’t re 

member anything about a call that night; don’t 
remember hearing any of the doors open; I heard 
Dr. K.’3 door open after I had gotten 
back into Mrs. Moore’s room, by my 
brother, Edward Sheppard, who had come 
up there. I saw him. I did not hear Dr. 
K.’s door or window open at any other time dur- 
ing the night. His windows could not have been 
opene:i without my noticing it; the door makes a 
noise when itis open d. and of course we would 
have noticed it; attention would have been at 
tracted by either had they been opened; he could 
not have opened the door and come out without 
attracting some attention. A person could not 
walk through the hall witheut awaking me. | 
am prepared to state that if anybody had attempt- 
ed to open the door or window, it would have at- 
tracted the attention of the family or my atten- 
tion. My brother opened the door after I went 
tomyroom. Mrs. Kirkscey called my mother 
that night. She opened the door, I suppose, when 
she called. If she opened it I could have heard it, 
though I do not remember it. Ican state posi- 
tively that Dr K. did not open his door or win- 
dow that night when I was asleep. I don’t re- 
member what time that night my mother went to 
Mrs.K.’s room; she went in before my second visit; 
my second visit was after I had retired to bed. 


was Open when Iwent to bed, bat I do not re- 
member whether the door of my room, which 
opens into the passage was left open; do not 
think [saw my motoer when she went into Dr. 
K.’s room; saw her directty afterward when she 


had not retired; she said she had been up in K.’s 
room. What I swore to is What I know. She told 
me she had been there she had not retired when 
I went into her room to get advice about the 
modicine. I stated it was sometime after mid 
night I went to Dr. K.’s door the second time; 
don’t know when she retired that night; she was 
up atthe time I went into her room. I didn’t 
mean that she had not gone to bed. IE stated that 
I went into Mrs. Moore’s room, then to my room; 
was awakened and went to my mother to get 
advice about medicine; I could give no definite 


about the medicine. If Dr. Kirkseey had at- 
tempted to go out of the window it would have 
attracted the attention of the dogs. If he made 
any noise I would have heard it. 
was no reason why I should have heard 
and not remembersd a noise made by 
Dr. K. or any other member of the family.
